W a t c h c o m p a n y , and has been in 
the c it y for several days, 
spent 
about t w o years of his early life 
a m o n g the E s q u im a u x on H udson 
b a y . 
M r. S a n fo rd left tod ay for 
Jefferson C it y . 
T o a reporter for 
the D e m o cr a t M r. S a n fo rd talked 
e n te rta in in g ly of his experiences. 
W h e n he w as 17 years of age 
M r. S a n fo rd ran a w a y from home, 
and after m a k in g a trip w est re­ 


turned 
to 
N e w 
B ed fo rd , M ass. , 
w h ere he e n g a g e d him self as a sea­ 
man 
on 
the 
w h a lin g 
schooner 


“ A b b i e 
B r a d fo r d , ” 
w h ic h 
h ad 
been chartered b y L ieu t. S c h w a t k a . 
T h e 
noted A r c t ic 
explorer 
w as 
p re p a rin g at that time, about 1S79, 
to go north on a search for some 
trace of S ir Jo h n F r a n k lin ’ s party, 
w h ic h is supposed to have been 
lost about 1845. 


T h e schooner w e n t into w in te r 
quarters at M arble island, in the 
n o rth w estern part of H u dson bay, 
w h ere, o w i n g to some trouble on 
ship board, in w h ich he w r s im ­ 
plicated, 
M r. 
S a n fo rd 
decided 
that 
he 
w o u ld 
rather 
risk 


his 
fate 
w ith 
the 
E s q u im a u x 
than 
w ith 
the 
captain 
of 
th e ship, and after b e in g released 
b y one of his friends from w h ere 


he w as im prisoned, he took some 
provisions and fire arms and de 
parted w ith o u t sa y in g go od bye to 


his w o r t h y captain . 
F o r a year and a h alf M r, S a n ­ 
ford lived a m o n g the E sq u im a u x , 
ad op ted their customs and learned 
their language. 
H e can speak the 
la n g u a g e fluen tly yet, 
th ou gh it 
has been 
m a n y 
years since 
he 
learned it or has had occasion to 


use it. 
M r. S a n fo rd foun d in the posses­ 
sion of 
the E s q u im a u x a tin box 
w h ic h th ey said bad been taken 
from a place w h ere the bones of some 
m en w ere discovered, w h ic h he be­ 
lieves w ere the remains of a part, 
at least, of F r a n k lin ’ s party. 
T h e 


box he used for bo ilin g d o w n sea 
w a ter to obtain salt, the people he 
lived a m o n g not usin g an y season­ 
in g in their sim p le food. 
M r. S a n ­ 
ford presented this box to Jam es 
G o rd o n B en n ett, the fam ous trav 
eler and o w n e r of the N e w Y o r k 
H era ld . 
A n o t h e r token he has of his trip 
is a go ld rin g m ade for him by an 
E s q u im a u x out of an E n g lis h coin, 
also found w ith the skeletons. 
In s p e a k in g about the F ra n k lin 
p a rty, M r. S a n fo rd said that he be­ 
lieves descendants o f the m em bers 
are 
liv in g 
in 
the 
north, 
their 
progenitors, 
w h o 
w ere 
m em ­ 
bers 
of 
F r a n k lin ’ s party, h a vin g 
been ad op ted into the n ative tribes, 
as he often heard from the E s q u i­ 
m a u x tales of a 
“ w h ite p eo p le” 
w h o m th ey had seen. 
H e believes 
that som etim e an explorer w ill dis­ 
cover these p e o p ’e and th e details 
of 
the 
F r a n k lin 
tribe 
m a y 
be 
learned. 
T h e tribe w ith w h ic h M r. San- 
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ford 
lived 
w as 
k n o w n 
as 
the 
Iw ilik s , 
of 
w h ich 
A h m o n 
w as 
chief, he bein g m entioned by sev­ 
eral explorers w h o have returned. 
O n ce w h ile on a hunting e x p e ­ 
dition M r. S an fo rd w as captured, 
w ith others, b y the O okjulies, and 
his wrists still bear scars sh o w in g 
w here the thongs w it h w h ich he 
w as bound cut into the flesh. 
W h ile a prisoner he w itnessed 
a cerem on y w h ich , so far as he 
k n o w s, on ly one other w h ite man 
has ever seen— that of the k illin g 
of an o!d E sq u im a u x by his sons. 
T h e custom am o n g them is to kill 
the old members of the tribe after 
they become almost helpless, 
the 
nearest relatives bein g selected to 
do the deed. 
T h e O okjulies had 
an old man to ki'l w hile Mr. 
S a n ­ 
ford w as a prisoner, and the whole 
tribe tu rred out to witness the cer­ 
em ony, ta k in g the prisoners along. 
T h e old E sq u im a u x was placed 
at the head of a procession, w ith u 
deerskin th on g around his neck, 
and exten d in g several feet on each 
side, the ends bein g held by his 
tw o sons. 
T h e y m arched at the 
head of the procession to a pile of 
rocks, w h ich the father mounted, 
and the 
sons then 
pulled on the 
thon g and strangled him to death. 
T h e rocks were then piled over the 
body. 
M r. S a n fo rd did not under­ 
stand at the time w h a t w as ta k in g 
place, and supposed that he w as to 
be the next 
victim . 
H e and his 
friends later escaped 
from 
their 
captors and returned to their vil- 
lage. 
T h e natives, 
Mr. 
S a n fo rd says, 
are very simple and can be easily 
im posed upon, and in p la y in g a 
trick on them he almost lost his 
life. 
H e made a bogus bullet of 
tallow , 
blackened 
it 
and 
then 
show ed the E sq u im a u x that he w a s ' 
loading a gun, after w h ic h he let j 
him stand off at a distance and fire ^ 
the w eap on at him. 
H e w as, of 
coarse, unharm ed, and then show ed 
the astonished E sq u im a u x a bullet 
b etw een 
his 
teeth, 
w h ich 
they 
th ough t he had caugh t w hen the 
gun w as fired. 
S h o rtly after that one of the E s ­ 
quim aux w h o had a gun called his 
attention suddenly and shot at him, 
but missed, 
and then came run­ 
n in g tow ard s 
him, asking 
if 
he 
had caugh t the bullet in his mouth. 
Mr. S an fo rd impressed upon them 
that he had to a lw a y s ask a higher 
p o w er to 
protect 
him 
w hen 
he 
cau gh t bullets and cculd be shot as 
easily as anyone else if taken un­ 
awares. 
M r. 
S a n fo rd 
was seized w ith 
scu rvy and the E sq u im a u x carried 
him 700 miles on a deerskin to Fort 
C h u rch ill, w here he took passage 
for home. 
H e says that he wgould 
not return for a million dollars. 
D u rin g the W o r l d ’ s F air at C h i­ 
cago he met some of his former 
E sq u im a u x friends on exhibition. 
M uch interest is being taken by 
M r. S a n fo rd in Lieut. P e a r y ’s dash 
for the north pole and he believes 
that he w ill be successful on this 
trip.

The management of the Har r i- 
maii lines has per fected the details 
of the 
lar gest colonization plan 
ever attempted by r ailr oads in the 
west, bat the D e m o c r a t tr ofts it 
will not take a single Missour ian 
fr om the state. 
The tr affic dir ector , J. C. Stubbs, 
announces 
the or ganization of a 
colonization bur eau and the ap­ 
pointment of G. M. McKinney to 
be gener al agent in char ge of the 
bur eau, with headquar ter s in Chi­ 
cago. 
Mr . McKinney has gone to Por t­ 
land, Or e., with a view of getting 
in touch with the gener al situation. 
Upon his r etur n to Chicago p’ans 
will be per fected which the Har r i- 
man 
people believe 
will 
place 
100,000 colonists in Or egon and 
Washington within the next two 
year s. 
The sum of $100,000 has been 
appr opr iated to car r y on the wor k. 
Colonizing agents will be appoint­ 
ed in all the easter n and middle 
west center s and will dr aw lar gely 
fr om the population of the easter n 
states. 
Ar r angements have been made 
for agencies at Des Moines, with 
jur isdiction over Iowa, Minnesota 
and South Dakota ; at Kansas City, 
with jur isdiction over Missour i, 
Oklahoma, Indian ter r itor y, and 
at other cities in the middle states. 
The bur eau will r epr esent the 
Souther n Pacific, the Union Pa­ 
cific, Or egon Shor t Line and Or e­ 


gon Railr oad and Navigation com­ 
pany, 
It is the pur pose of the 
managemi^^^t of these r oads thr ough 
the combineu tr affic depar tment to 
exploit, develop and settle Or egon 
and Washington. 
Especial atten­ 
tion 
will be given the miner al, 
agr icultur al and timber r esour ces. 
It is said that ther e ar e many 
millions of acr es of unoccupied, 
fer tile land in these states and that 
no other locality has so br illiant 
futur es fr om a miner al standpoint. 
The bur eau with all the com­ 
bined influences of the r ailr oads 
back of it is going to pay special 
attention to ir r igation in the way 
of inducing the gover nment to 
pr omote ir r igation and r edeem the 
immense ar eas of land which needs 
only water to become the most fer ­ 
tile of the nor thwest. 
Incidentally, 
the 
bur eau will 
colonize Souther n Califor nia and 
Texas, but the gr eatest effor t is to 
be made in the nor thwest. 
A novel aid for this scheme will 
be the sending thr oughout the east 
of lectur er s who 
will give illus­ 
tr ated talks on the advantages to 
the far mer and the miner in Or egon 
and Washington. 
The bur eau will also distr ibute 
many hundr ed thousand cir cular s 
thr oughout Amer ica and Eur ope 
and in time sever al agencies will 
be established acr oss the ocean.
